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Budget Slash Threatens 
Drastic Navy Reduction

LL hope of maintaining a Treaty Navy 

on the ratio of 5-5-3 with England and 
Japan goes aglimmering if the cut in the 
estimates of approximately $15,000,000 de- 
creed by the budget is made and depart- 
mental officials are seeking a wuy to fur- 
ther curtail expenditures without impair- 
ing efficiency or reducing the forces 
afloat.

listed personnel. Officially the authorized 
strength of the Navy is 137,485 men, but 
under the gentlemen's agreement reached 
in 1923 the theoretical strength actually 
to be maintained was set at 86,000. At 
year’s hearings it was decided that, 
in view of the fact that the modernization 
program would tie up three of the battle- 
ships for most of the vear, the Navy could 
get along with an average of $2,500 men, 
but the committees realized that next year 
these ships would be back in full commis- 
sion and the two aireraft carriers would 
have to be manned. It was the definite 
understanding then that provision would 
be made for 86,000 men in 1928. 

With this end in view the estimates 
finally agreed upon between the Navy and 
the budget, approximately: $330,000,000, 
carried sufficient funds for the 86,000 men. 
Then came the later instructions from the 
budget for a further cut of approximately 
fifteen millions with a special cut in “Pay 
Navy" which permits for next year only 
an average of 82,500 men.

There have been three regiments of the 
United States Army designated as “‘Wifth.’’ 
The first was organized under the act of 
Congress of Sept. 29, 1789, as a result of 
threatened hostilities between this coun- 
try and France, but after the treaty of 
Paris in 1800, it was disbanded. Again in 
1808, trouble threatened between those na- 
tions and the President once more asked 
Congress to provide him with troops and 
on April 12, the authorization was granted 
and a second Fifth regiment was formed 
but was disbanded before the war of 1812, 

On May 17, 1815, acting under the act 
of Congress of March 5 of the same year, 
the 4th, 9th, 13th, 21st, 46th and 46th regi- 
ments were consolidated into the 5th In- 
fantry, U. 8S. A., which organization has 
existed ever since. In 1896, the War De- 
partment ruled that the regiment was en- 
titled to the distinguished service record 
of each of those commands by the con- 
solidation of which it came into existence, 

This ruling makes the regiment the 
third oldest in the Army, for it dates its 
organization from that of the old 4th regi- 
ment.

lieving that there are no better fliers any- 
where than opr own. Our aviators were 
the first to-circle the globe. They hold a 
large share of the world’s records. They 
have made many fundamental contribu- 
tions to technical developments. They 
have taken a leading part in pioneering 
the airways for commercial aviation. But 
more important still, like their fellow offi- 
cers in other branches, they are striving 
day in and day out to bring the national 
defense to its maximum effectiveness 
within the resources which are provided 
them. 

“Since essumption of office, about six 
weeks ago, I have spent my time in an 
cndeavor to familiarize myself with the 
organization and methods of the War De- 
pariment, and to become acquainted with 
the personnel and installations of the Air 
Corps. In other words, I have been pick- 
ing up impressions and background. One 
such impression I intend to mention espe- 
cially, because it pertains to a matter of 
vital interest to all of us who are working 
for a harmonious and effective Army. 
There should. be greater teamwork 
tween the Air Corps and the other 
beanches of the service. Peace-time dis- 
persion has always handicapped combined 
training of the various branches. This is 
especially noticeable where changes come 
as rapidly as has been the case with avia- 


tion. I am sure increased association be-

Because such 
qualification is a very tangible advantage 
derived from the course, we may sometimes 


appear to give undue significance to Gen- 
eral Staff duty. Certainly an officer will 
be better qualified for any military duty 


by having gained the insight into military 
problems portrayed at this institution. Fur- 
thermore, this course increases that broad 
outlook on military questions which pro- 
motes the execution of the spirit of policies 
and instructions. 

“Mention of instructions brings to mind 
the facetious remark that service_in Wash- 
ington is desirable because ‘It is better 
to give than to receive.’ Sometimes I 
think the application of the motto would 
be reversed if we considered complaints 
instead of orders. The War Department 
is in the position of a penurious parent 
who is attempting to satisfy the appetites 
and desires of a large, robust and ener- 
getic family. Few members of our family ° 





fail to make known their wants, but they 


do not always fully appreciate the equally 
important needs of their military rela- 
tives. 

“Our peace-time needs constitute a sub- 
ject which should always be borne in mind 
during this course at the Army War Col- 
lege. Every officer should understand the 
principle of the military supremacy of the 
dollar in time of peace. Your studies here 
will deal mainly with war-time organiza- 
tion and war-time measures. Treatment 
naturally turns less to costs than to rap- 
idity of mobilization, to procurement, and 
to the efficiency of battle command. How- 
ever, we must never fail to recognize the 
fact that our first line of defense is the 
Army as it now stands—that in of 
emergency our nation must depend on the 
personnel of organizations already consti- 
tuted, to hold the line of resistance until 
the great national armies can be mobilized, 
trained and equipped for battle 


cause 


“It would be fine, solely from the point 
of view of the military student, if we could 
determine requirements for possible emer- 
gencies and then so build our peace-time 
organization that its transition from peace 
to war could be made with minimum delay. 
However, such is not possible. In most 
respects our peace organization has been 
the result of a compromise between mili- 
tary expediency and cost, with cost usu- 
ally in the role of dictator. Therefore, be- 
fore you make recommendations for 
changes in our peace structure, I would 
advise that you consider the limitations 
imposed by appropriations, and be sure 
that you fully understand the procedure 
involved in the operation of the budget 
system. 

Minimum Cost Consiant Specter. 

“Many vexatious question arise through 
efforts to maintain an efficient, well-bal- 
anced peace army at minimum cost. Three 
main considerations affect the’ problem. 
First, it is highly desirable to have immedi- 
ately ready at all times a highly mobile 
force capable of meeting the first demands 


of an emergency. Second, attention must 
be given to the supplies which would be 
required for the operation of our forces 
until war-time procurement or production 
| hecomes effective. Third, training must be 
| given to members of those military ele- 
ments upon Whose readiness to reinforce 


the initial force GCepends the early termina- 
tion of a campaign, thereby avoiding great 
sacrifices to life and wealth. You cun well 
see how the peace-time dollar shrinks when 
faced by these three consideraticns, 

“A Regular Army of 150,009 could be 
organized, in my opinion, into a well bal- 
anced, modern defense establishment. But 
economic conditions dictate 2 minimum 
strength considerably below that figure. 
Current appropriations would maintain a 
larger numerical force than at present if 
we neglected the allied questions of supply 
and training. Men without weapons only 
make a useless sacrifice. Weapons with- 
out trained men without immediate 
military value. 

“The depletion of our World War re- 
serve of material has been so rapid in re- 
cent years that the War Department found 
it necessary to request increased appropri- 
from the iast Congress for partial 
maintenance of this reserve at the expense 
of a reduction by 1,385 of the total number 
of non-commissioned officers and 
ists. The of these grades will seri- 
ously affect the training of the Organized 
Reserves, the National Guard, and the Re- 
serve Officers’ Training Corps. The effect 
of this reduction upon the Regular Army 
must, temporarily at least, result in a low- 
ered morale. On the other hand, us I have 
stated before, our supplies were rap- 
idly reaching the stage of complete deple- 
tion that the War Department found it 
imperative to make some restoration of 
supplies at the expense of personnel. 

“You will come in contact with many of

BRONZE BUTTONS AND ORNAMENTS FOR WAR UNIFORMS. 

|) tir ase THE World War all the forces of the Army of the United States in the field 

both abroad and at home wore bronze buttons, insignia and ornaments on field uni 
forms on account of their low visibility, and largely as a result of the Boer War, where 
British officers and men were picked off by the Boers with such terrible effect. Other 
countries besides the United States adopted bronze for buttons, ornaments, cte In 
adopting bronze, the War Department order at the time did not state specifically that 
the same was to be used in all future major campaigns. 

Some time after the close of the World War the War Department substituted the 
bronze on field uniforms for the former brass and this brass will still be continued in 
time of peace In order to provide, however, for any future emergency the War De- 
partment this week issued an order that in the event of future major campaigns bronze 
will replace brass, gold, gilt or gildine, where now used in buttons, insignia and orna 
ments of general issue 

It will be the duty of officers of the Procurement Branch to find out how much 
bronze will be needed for armies of various sizes that may be organized for campaigns, 
and where such orders can be placed to the best advantage. By this system there will 
be a simplification of procurement and economy of cost. 

AIGUILLETTES A NECESSITY, COMPTROLLER INSISTS 
N° WELL-DRESSED officer of the Navy should be without aiguillettes, the Comptroller 
stated this week in turning down the claim of Comdr. L. R. Leahy, U. 8. N., naval 


attache at The Hague, Netherlands, for reimbursement for the purchase of aiguillettes 
costing $31.57. ¢ ‘ommander Leahy claims that this comes under the head of “extraordi- 
nary expense.”

EGISLATION fixing more definitely the status of Edward P. Warner, Assistant

EQUALIZATION ACT LUNTERPRETATIONS DIFFER. 

RING interpretation of the provisions of the Equalization Bill has led to numer- 

ous inquiries to the department and to this paper as to how the numbers of officers 
submitted to the “squaring away” selection boards for the staff corps were arrived at. 

Interpreting Section 15 of the act as providing that 91 per cent of those commanders 
and lieutenant commanders of the staff corps, whose running mates fn the line have 
been promoted to the next higher grades respectively, may be recommended for pro- 
motion, the specific case of the Medical Corps board is cited.

DRESS UNIFORMS FOR WARRANTS. 
Editor Army and Navy Journal 
: en 2RE appears in your issue of August 
21 an article. written by a Warrant 

Officer of the Navy in which he makes a 
plea for the Uniform Board to report 
favorably on the request made for adop 
tion of an evening and dinner dress uni 
form tor Warrant Officers 

The writer states that about two years 
ago a vote vas taken on this question by 
the Wuarrant Officers and the results of 
the vote were preponderantly in favor of 
adoption 

It is not my intention to discredit this 
vote or to suggest that such uniforms are 
not desired by the majority of Warrant 
Officers in the Navy, but it is necessary 
that the circumstances surrounding the

the American forces were to win a _ vie- 
tory. It was then that he made the reply 
to Gen. Brown, commanding the division, 
“ll try, sir,” said Col. Miller 

Taking advantage of the dusk of early 
evening, an old rail fenee and bushes 
which extended up the hillside, Col. Mil- 
ler lead his regiment to a point within a 
couple of rods of the enemy's position and 
then the attack was mude. It was pre- 
ceded by a volley from the American rifle- 
men which felled every man at the guns, 
for, under orders of their Colonel, the men 
of the 21st rested their rifles on the fence 
rails, took deliberate aim and fired. 

The volley was followed with a charge 
which drove the British from their posi- 
tion and made the victory at Lundy's 
Lane possible. 

Twice the British tried to retake the hill 
top, and each time were thrown back after 


severe hand-to-hand battling. 


Col. Miller was breveted a brigudier gen- 
eral and received a resolution from Con- 
gress for his heroic service, and a brass 
six pounder captured on the hill was pre- 
sented him. 

Fought Indians. 

Upon its organization in 1815, the ith 

was sent into the Indian country and ex- 


cept for its service in the Civil War was in 


that work until the Spanish War. It 
served in Indiana, Illinois, Wisconsin, 
Michigan wnd Minnesota during the period 
between 1815 and the Mexican War. 

Between 1870 and 1874, it was quelling 
minor uprisings among the Indians, mostly 
in Kansas. From that time until the Cus 
ter Massacre on the Little Big Horn, Mon 
tana, June, 1876, it was fighting the South 
ern Chevennes. The regiment wus at 
once sent to Montana where it remained 
through 1877 fighting the Sioux tribe, 
though it had fights with the Minnecon 
jous, Sans Arcs, Nez Peces and the Ban 
nacks. It was in the battles of Cedar 
Creek, Crazy Horse and Bear Paw Moun 
tain. It was Indian fighting throughout 
until the final surrender of Sitting Bull 
in 188}. 

During the period from 1869 to 1880, 
Col. Nelson A. Miles, afterwards General 
Miles, was ‘in command of the regiment 

During its Indian warfare work there 
was 46 Congressional medals of honer 
awarded the officers and enlisted men of 
this regiment. 

Served in Mexican War. 

The 5th was one of the first regiments 
to be called upon when the Mexican War 
broke out and Oct. 11, 1845 saw it at 
Corpus. Christi, Tex.; as a pert of Gen 
Zachary Taylor's army It took part in 
the engagements at Palo Alto, Reseca de 
la Plama, Matamoras and Monterey. It 
was the brilliant attack of this regiment 
which broke the Mexican forces at Resaca 
de la Plama. In 1847, it was transferred 
to Gen. Scott's army and took part in the 
capture of the city and castle of Parote, 
of Churubuscim, the battle of Molina del 


Ray, the stoming of Chaplutepec and the 
capture of Mexico City. 

After the capture of Mexico City the 
regiment was presented with a handsome 


drum major’s baton by the ladies _of the 
city. This was suitably inscribed and is 
today one of the cherished tropies of the 
command. 

While the regiment was removed from 
the general theater of War of Rebellion, 
it was not lacking in opportunities to 
fight and distinguish itself Being sta- 
tioned in New Mexico it was constantly 
battling with Indian and Mexican dis- 
turbers, guerilla bands and Confederate

During the first months of the Spanish 
War the regiment did garrison duty aleng 
the Southern coast. This was during the 
time when the whole country was dis- 
turbed as to the whereabouts of the Span- 
ish fleet which was expected to descend 
at any moment upon the Atlantic coast. 
In July it was concentrated at Tampa, 
Fla., to become a part of Schwan's bri- 
gade of General Miles—its old colonel— 
Army organized to invade Porto Rico. Be- 
fore it sailed, however, the war ended 

The fellowing month, August, 1598, it 
went to Santiago, Cuba, where it served 
for two years in the Army of Occupation. 
During this period it lost two officers and 
79 enlisted men, 

When the Philippine insurrection started 
in 1900, the regiment was sent to those 
islands where it remained until July, 1903. 
During that period it marched 15,426 miles 
and took part in 38 skirmishes and minor 
engagements 

On its return home the. regiment cume 
on the transport Kilpatrick which took 
the westward route through the Suez 
Canal, arriving in New York September 
12, 1903, from which place it went to San 
Francisco to disembark from its trip, 
thereby having completely circled the 
globe and truveled °11,673 miles on that 
leg of the journey 

While the regiment did not take part in 
the engagements of the World War it 
Was in active service in this country and 
to its officers and its men fell much work 
in getting men ready for overseas service. 
In 1919 it was sent to Germany where it 
served in the Army of Occupation until 
the withdrawal of the American troops 
from that country in March, 1922 

Upon the arrival ef the regiment in the 
United States, it was stationed at Port- 
land Harbor Maine, occupying three 
posts, Forts William, Preble and McKin- 
ley. Its work has been the regular garri- 
son duties and the training of the R. oO, 
T. c., Cc. M. T. C., O. R. C.,.and National 
Guard,

Standing aerial performance during 1925. 

On August 23, Lieut. Bettis, while flying 
from Philadelphia, Pa., to Selfridge Field, 
due to a heavy fog, crashed into a moun- 
tain side near Bellefonte, Pa. After hav- 
ing crawled for six miles from the scene 
of the accident, he was found and taken 
to » hospital:at Bellefonte; on August 26 
he was transported by airplane from Belle- 
fonte to Walter Reed General Hospital, 
Washington, D. C. for treatment. 

Ile is survived by his mother, Mrs. John 
Bettis, who resides at 1021 Lapeer, Ave- 


nue, Port Huron, Michigan. The body was 
taken to Port Huron for burial.
